New York, Jan. 25—Armies totalling 
between two million and three m il­ 
lion men will be thrown against each 
other in w ar between bolshevist Rus­ 
sia on one hand and Roumania, Poland 
and other outpost countries on the 
other, according to French m ilitary 
experts. 
Despite denial of R ussian 
diplo­ 
mats, persons close to the Quai d'Or- 
say, told me before I left Paris that 
Russia was “taking 
every 
m ilitary 
precaution.’* 
General 
Pilaudski is expected in 
Paris as soon as his health perm its 
to consult members of the French 
general staff. 
Poland promised France im portant 
economic concessions, notably oil in 
exchange for aid against Russia last 
year. 
France will keep Poland in a 
position to make good these pledges.

Roumaniu, since lilt* conclusion of 
the World war, the largest of the 
states of southeastern Mu rope. ou t s 
much of this increased sinai to its re­ 
cent annexation of Bessarabia, 
pre­ 
viously si part of Russia. 
Bessarabia, 
the 
tonner 
Russian 
province lying between the P m th and 
the indenter rivers, and bounded on 
the south by tin* Danuta* and 
the 
Black sea, might be likened in shape 
to a tall, slim pitcher, without si han­ 
dle. 
It is completely bounded lo wa­ 
ter except at a very narrow point at 
the mouth of the pitcher. 
Tho I biles* 
ter river forms the eastern boundary 
of the province. 
Flowing out of the 
crown lands at Gal I cia, the river runs 
east in general direction for approxi­

HOW STEEL IS MADE 


In the two yea rs since the end of 
hostilities iii the World war, the co u n ­ 
tries suffering most from th e conflict 
have been importing steel ll* the e x ­ 
tent that thei r timim os will pe rm it; 
for Gds subs tance is needed to (aitch 
the Industrial Injuries Inflicted by tin* 
war. 
Some of the im portant methods 
employed In the m aking of steel a re 
doscrltied in I bt* following comm uni­ 
on! ion to the 
National 
Geog raphic 
society, Ie W illiam Jo sep h HhowaRei ; 
“An oiten hcarih 
furnace looks a 
good deal like jim ordinary tiak*1 oven; 
but when one looks in through the 
water-cooled door, a 
vast difference 
appears. 
lo dead 
of pans of 
f r a ­ 
grant, fat loaves of 
baking 
bread, 
there is an imposing pool of fiery liq 
uh! tm bright 
aa the filament of a 
high power tungsten himp, so dazzling 
that it can he examined with safety 
to the eyes only by those using col­ 
ored glass** J. 
Tinted here and there 
with st re aks of ><>ti blin* aud dainty 
pink, it looks like melted stick, candy. 


“ I i i preparing ti battery 
of open 
hearth furnaces for a charge, finely- 
ground dolomite is 
s h o v e l e d in first. 
This melts Uke glass and tills up alt 
cracks and crannies caused by the 
powerful heat of the preceding charge. 
Then a little train rolls up before the 
buttery, and an eh trie crane dumps 
box atter box of scrap metal from tin* 
cars into tho furnaces.

types of steel furnaces 
the crucible 
furnace and the electric furnace, 
in 
both of them the idea is to keep all 
hurtful gase.*» aud other impurities out 
and to regulate the addition of alloys 
and oxygen destroyers to a nicety,

a crucible furnace the metal is placed 
in graphite clay pots, covers are put 
over them, arid the pots subjected to 
great heat. 
Silica is gradually ab­ 
sorbed out of the clay In the pots arid 
transformed 
Into silicon 
by coming 
into contact with the carbon In the 
steel. 
The silicon In Its turn absorb* 
the oxygen and thus quiets the froth­ 
ing. foaming contents of the kettle.

T he plight of Armenia about the 
end of 1010, a condition which lias 
been aggravated by tile recent defeat 
of Armenian forces

“Erivan, 
t h e 
capital 
<>f Armenia's 
provisional 
republic Is un inconceiv­ 
able contrast to the Georgian govern­ 
ment seat ut Titus. 
At Erivan one 
finds no spacious prospect nor vice 


r e g a l p a l a c e , no smart shops, Russian 
opt ra, nor gay night life. 
To behold 
misery in Millis, one must search it 
out. 
Iii Ertvun one cannot escape it. 
“T his poor, straggling, dingy city of 
the plains, whose government offices 
suggest s o m e hastily extemporized elec­ 
tion headquarters mid whose parlia­ 
ment chamber is rigged up with bench­ 
es and cheesecloth in the auditorium 
of the second class theater, boasts of 
but one beauty, and that— to speak In 
paradox— is forty miles aw ay; for, In 


w h a t e v e r quarter ut Ertvun you may 
be, lift your glance and great Ararat 
et eternal snow s Is seen brooding dis­ 
tantly over tho mean streets with ids 
aspect of m ajestic calm. 
He Is the 
Armenian's Olympus, v»r rather say, 
tin- Sinai of a race which has known 
bondage 
and 
wilderness-wandering; 
and for centuries a People’s Imagina­ 
tion has turned toward him. 
“Th© little Erl van republic has been 


t h e c e n t e r of refuge f o r Turkish Ar­ 
menians ever since the massacre of 
1915, amt between 2110,000 and :«J0,- 
000 o f them are camped within its 
borders. 
As for the city 
Itsvlf, Its 
former population o f 40,000, has been 
doubled by this Influx. 
There, star­ 


v a t i o n and typhus h a v e c l a i m e d th-lr 


t o l l o f 0,(100, t h e (bath r a t e fluctuat­ 
ing between f i f t y and eighty a day. 
“Though Ute doctor and I wore here 
to observe the worst phases of the 
situation, each of us waited for the 
other to suggest a trip to the Igdlr 
region, where w e were told starvation 
w as most acute. 
“The town of Igdlr, with Its local 
and near-by populations of 80,000 Ar­ 
menians, 
20,OOO 
Tatars, 
and 
15,000 
Yezidls, revealed som e squalid streets 
w itll but a few people seated here and 
there, as 
we drove in. 
Throughout 
those tortuous, sun-beaten byways, no 
children played and fie animal roamed 
T he air was heavy with dreadful si­ 
lence, such as hangs over plague-atuit- 
ten communities. 
“We found 
the children, such as 
they were, Inhabiting an 
orphanage 
wherein one sickened 
at 
putridity's 
horrible odor, and w ere Informed that 
there w ere neither medicines nor dis­ 
infectants wherewith to allay the con­ 
dition of the many little sick beds. 
“Sick? 
Say. rather, the bed ridden 
-—ii word which more Justly describes 
those 
tiny, 
wlthered-up, 
crone-like 
creatures, upon whoso faces the akin 
seemed 
stretched 
to 
a 
drumhead's 
tightness; w hose peering eyes shot 
terror and anguish, as if death's pres­ 
ence were already perceptible to them, 
and who lay there at fnmlne’s climax 
o f 
physical 
exhaustion. 
In 
those 
youug, yet grotesquely-aged faces, w e 
seemed to see a long lifetim e of trag­ 
edy packed into eight or ten childish 
years. 
“The mud huts which we visited 
presented 
an

sil, and with a few bleached bones 
scattered here and there.”

w ays the respirations are labored nnd 
dt ep, expressing the desire of the slug­ 
gish blood stream for more nlr.
